To the Most Honorable Board of Selectmen: a 


Gentlemen: | 
My report as Town Counsel for the year 1967 is here- 4 
with submitted. : 


During the year, as in the past, I have counseled and ~ 
advised not only your Board but the other Boards, includ-— 
ing Board of Appeals, Water Board, Planning Board, De-— 
partment Heads, Committees and Town Officials on the 
many complex and perplexing legal problems that arise 
in the usual course of the conduct of the Town’s affairs. 


Cases that were processed through this office during 
this past year were as follows: 


Simpson et al versus Board of Selectmen — This 
matter involved a denial of a gasoline storage — 
permit by the Board of Selectmen, It was heard — 
in the Norfolk Superior Court on a Writ of Cer-— 
tiorari. The Court found in favor of the Board 4 
of Selectmen. 


Two non-support cases involving the Welfare | 
Board were litigated at the Wrentham District — 
Court. ; 


A Board of Appeals case involving the issue of 
whether or not said Board exceeded its author- 
ity in granting a special permit for the removal 
of gravel was heard at Suffolk Superior Court in 
Boston. The Court made a decision in favor of 
the Board of Appeals. 
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The private ways of Clewes Road and Sherman 
Road are now public ways as a result of Orders 
of Takings by your Honorable Board. 


A hearing was held before the Alcoholic Bev- 
¢rage Control] Commission in regard to an al- 
leged liquor law violation by a local restaurateur. 
The Aleoholic Beverage Control Commission 
made a decision adverse to the decision of your 
Board. 


In the case of Town of Millis versus Albert L. 
Giovanella, Jr., the Master found Mr. Giovanella 
to be in contempt of a court decree of January 
15, 1962. The Master’s report was confirmed at 
the Norfolk Superior Court. 


A Consent Decree was filed at the Norfolk Su- 
perior Court in the case of Allen et al versus 
Wright et al. This was a Board of Appeals mat- 
ter in which the Board failed to insert detailed 
reasons for granting of a special permit. I have 
advised the Board of Appeals that the applicant 
may again petition the Board in this matter. 


There was also a petition under Chapter 149, 
section 28 and 29 and Chapter 30, section 39F 
in regard the Board of Sewer Commissioners. 


The only cases that are pending to my knowl- 
edge are the cases of Winiker et al versus Board 
of Appeals and Maremount Corp. versus Board 
of Assessors 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank, through 
_ your Honorable Board, the reporters: Fran Merkle of the 
_ Suburban Free Press, Grace Dalton of the Milford News 
_ and Marjorie Whitecross of the Franklin Sentinel for their 
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wonderful and impartial press coverage of all news item 
concerning the Town of Millis.

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REPORT of THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and Citizens of Millis: 


Herewith I present my nineteenth report as Superintend- 
ent- of Schools. It is the seventy-sixth report in a series of 
School reports which began in 1892. Included in my re- 
port are selections of the reports of the principals and ex- 
cerpts from other key personnel. 


The following are statements or ideas taken from the 
various reports of the department heads, coordinators, su- 
pervisors, and coaches: 


1. The following mathematics courses are available 
for the current school year: Mathematics grades 7 and 8; 
General Mathematics I and II; Algebra I; Allgebra- Geo- 
metry Sequences I, Il, and III; Geometry; Algebra II;

2. Last March the Pimsler Language Aptitude Test 
Battery was given to all eighth grade pupils, and to all 
high school students who were electing a foreign lang- 
uage for the first time.

11,500 volumes. We have replaced outdated books in the _ 
reference collection, and added the Encyclopedia of Phy- a 
losophy, among other titles, to it. For the second year we _ 
were able to receive federal funds through Title II of 
ESEA. With these funds 206 books were added to our col- : 
lection. 


The library currently subscribes to 75 periodicals. We 


have added several, of a professional, subject area nature, 
this fall. 


As in the past, we are providing instruction in the use 
of the library to pupils of various grade levels. 


From time to time we have set up special collections at 
the request of faculty members. Some of these have even 
served as temporary classroom collections. The latter is 
of special value for long-range units and also for bringing 
library materials to pupils when lack of space prevents © 
a teacher from taking a class to the library. 


Miss Dorothy Moore, who works on a part-time basis 
in our library has been of considerable help.

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REPORT OF THE JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 
William A. Vellante, Principal 


The completion of the new twenty room addition in time 
for the opening of school in September provided for many 
of the activities that occurred during the past year. 


The addition to the existing building consists of class- 
rooms, science rooms, a student activity room, reference 
rooms, expanded facilities for physical education for boys 
and girls, a boys’ athletic room, an exercise or corrective 
physical education room, an enlarged cafeteria and a re- 
modeled modern functional] kitchen. All rooms have excel- 
lent light control, and each teaching station has a screen for 
all types of projection. 


Several additional courses were introduced in the social 
studies and business curricula in September. They are: 
Economics: The course is designed to acquaint seniors 
with basic concepts of economics as they exist in our society. 
The economic institutions and problems of a capitalistic 
society are also investigated. 


Current Affairs: The course is a study of current events, 
with an analysis of the underlying economic, social, political 
and historical factors that influence them. Emphasis is 
placed on the United States as a world power and the 
problems it faces as a democracy in the oftentimes hostile 
arena of world opinion. 


Business Records: The course is devoted to general record- 
keeping in today’s world. It involves personal records, such 
as banking, tax records, introduction to bookkeeping, pay- 
rolls, sales, and the records of a small business. 


Typing Ill: This course includes an overall review of typ- 
ing with particular emphasis on speed and typing pro- 
cedures performed in business. It also provides the student 
with an office-oriented atmosphere in which special type- 
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writing projects are used to stimulate the work of a typist 
in today’s modern office- 


Secretarial Procedures: Secretarial procedures is also a 
course which has been introduced for those students who 
are interested in pursuing business as a career. Particular — 
emphasis is placed on business filing procedures, business — 
English and business mathematics, with special emphasis 
on automation as it affects the office worker of today. 


Buiness Organization: This half-year course will involve 
the study of business today from production to the final 
sale to a customer. The course will show the student an 
overview of the interrelations among all phases of business 
including partnership, corporations and the role of govern- 
ment in the business world today, 


A very important phase of school life beyond the daily 
classroom learning process is the after school activity in 
which students are engaged. Some of these experiences re- 
late to their immediate needs, some prepare them for further 
education, other carry over into adult living. Students have 
become involved in the humanities, government, athletics, 
socials and national tests. Students have received recogni- 
tion in music, science and athletics. 


Guidance continues to play a very important role in its 
service to our young people. The statistics for the class of 
1967 are as follows: four year college- 31% ; two-three year 
junior college or nursing-14%; one - two year hairdress- 
ing, LPN training, technical, secretarial schools - 20%; 
service - 6%; employment -25%; miscellaneous - 4%. 


Teachers continue to attend workshops, conferences, con- 
ventions, and professional meetings in virtually all areas 
relating to secondary education: In education today, there 
exists an ever-increasing demand to be knowledgeable in 
one’s own area of specialization or certification. The teach- 
er of today, therefore, must attend professional meetings. 
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_ Agencies within the community continue to recognize the 
need for scholarship aid to worthy and needy students. The 
igh cost of education today requires adequate financial 
acking and increased scholarship funds are greatly ap- 
-preciated. Millis Transportation Company, Cliquot Club, 
and the Millis Nine-To-Nine Market,Inc., have contributed 
' to the growing list of scholarship assistance to our grad- 


REPORT OF THE CLYDE BROWN 
AND MEMORIAL SCHOOLS 
William J. Costa, Principal 


_ The present school year is a year of expansion of ele- 
_ mentary school facilities in Millis. Periodically it is neces- 
4 sary to add several classrooms in a given year when the 
- continuous growth at each grade level has reached a point 
_ that justifies a room increase. The elementary schools 
reached that point this year. Fortunately it coincided 
_ with the opening of the Millis Junior-Senior High School’s 
addition making unnecessary double sessions in the ele- 
_ mentary schools. The Clyde F. Brown School has become 
a primary unit containing all of the first and second 
grades and the special education class. The ten class- 
_ rooms in the High School, four third grade rooms and six 
_ fourth grade rooms, constitute an intermediate unit. The 
Memorial School now has all of the fifth and sixth grade 
_ classes, two third grade classes and all of the kindergarten 
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classes. Since grades five and six are departmentalized it 
was important to keep them together and shift self-contain- 
ed classrooms to the High School addition. For the first 
time all kindergarten classes have been placed adjacent to 
each other to facilitate curriculum planning, the exchange 
of materials, supervision and transportation. 


It is fortunate in this time of rising costs that additional ~ 
funds have been forthcoming from federal sources. Title IIT 
granted funds to educational innovations of particular prom- 
ise. The elementary school’s grant was approved for a sec- 
ond year with a higher level of funding than during the first F 
year. This is an expression of considerable faith in our pro- — 
ject. Basically it entails the installation of three dictating 
machines and thirty-five student stations with earphones 
and selector switches. Any of the machines may be selected 
by a student upon direction of the teacher. Since each ma- — 
chine has a different program the advantage lies in the — 
ability to present three different programs to a class at any 
time. Group size is completely flexible. The installation of } 
new wireless equipment is now complete and the teachers 
are preparing programs to be used in the areas of language — 
arts, developmental reading, remedial reading, special edu- — 
eation and spelling. Experiments will be continued in other 
areas in the future. 


The programs undertaken by the students and teachers ~ 


during the year were many and varied. The students par- 
ticipated in assemblies on the traditional and patriotic holi- — 
days. All children participate in one assembly during the © 
year. The Cultural Enrichment Committee of the Millis 
Parent-Teacher Association also provided field trips and 
assemblies of educational and entertainment value through- 
out the year. We are indebted to them for helping to pro- 
vide a broader program than would otherwise be possible. 


Perhaps the outstanding project of the children was the 
collection of paperback books for servicemen in Vietnam. 
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Parents played a prominent part in the life of the school. 
ere were many individual parent conferences, but also 
lany organized group activities. 


_ The teachers had an extremely busy, but rewarding year. 
4 well as their educational and supervisory duties they 
served on committees designed to improve the overall growth 
of the school’s program through research and development. 


_ In conclusion, in behalf of the faculty of the elementary 
hools, I thank all of the people of the Town of Millis who 
ve throuh their cooperation contributed to make this a 
ticularly pleasant and successful school year. 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT

_ The continued growth of the school population is con- 
stantly increasing the responsibilities of the Schoo] Medical 

Department. As a result, the routine physical examinations 

now include the kindergarten and grades three, six, nine, 

_and twelve To this number are added the group of students 

who participate in athletics, boys and girls; also those who 

are seen annually because of potentially serious defects; and 
also all new students. 


_ It is gratifying to note that the number of dental defects 
has appreciably decreased indicating better prophylactic 
 €are. It is our opinion that many other defects — orthope- 
dic, postural, weight and nutrition — could be better con- 
trolled by greater emphasis on physical education and 
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appropriate exercises, We are pleased to report also thal 
several students referred to specialist care are showing good 
progress, although there are still some who have not accept 
ed our recommendations for consultation. % 


This year, because of unforeseen illness, I was unable to. 
conduct our annual immunization clinics in the Spring, an d 
I am grateful to my colleagues who undertook the physical 
examinations of the kindergartners and any emergency 
calls which might have arisen during this period. Contagion 
was well controlled. We had two serious football injuries — 
that, thankfully, responded well to treatment. The Board of 
Health sponsored ‘‘flu shot’? clinics for school and town 
personnel. 


We sincerely thank our school nurse, Miss Coldwell 
School Committee, school personnel and parents for their 
continued cooperation. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE

he parent is notified if the child fails to meet this standard. 
‘The alertness of parents and teachers as they watch the 
"children at study and play often brings to light hearing and 
vision problems. 

_ In May, Dr. A. R. Stagg and Dr. A. R. Stagg, Jr., exam- 
ined 109 of our incoming kindergartners at our preschool 


registrations. 


2 This Fall Dr. Zalvan examined 590 pupils in our school 
‘System- Several were found to have heart murmurs and 
other serious problems. We are gratified that so many par- 
ents have checked out the referral on their child. 


Our goal is to alert the parents to conditions found at any 
_ of our examinations: to hope the parents follow it through 
the medical persons of their choice; and, most hopefully, 
that the Nursing Service will have returned to them the re- 
ferral form with the medical recommendations or the 

clearance of the examining person. This is a very impor- 
> tant part of our program, for, on it often hinges the educa- 
tional future of a child. 


_ In November and December the school and other town 
t personnel were offered Influenza Vaccine by the Millis 
ia Board of Health. Two hundred fifty-five doses were given. 


I would be most remiss not to mention that at the last 
town meeting, the Millis Visiting Nurse Association, so long 
_ the “old faithful” in Community Health Services, began its 
withdrawal from community service. These loyal women 
_ have served as Nursing Service volunteers for more than 
_ thirty-five years and the town and school have enjoyed the 
_ benefits of their energy and zeal for health programs.

One hundred fifty-five sets of x-rays were taken, and 87 
children were treated. Treatment consisted of 105 restora- 
tions in permanent teeth; 233 restorations in primary teeth;

This series of ‘Clinics is of great value in the School Health 
Program, but it must be emphasized that the teeth of school 
children need checking two or three times a year. We can 
only check them once during the year.
